AN INTERESTING STATEMENT MADE BEFORE
THE CORONER'S JURY IN LONDOX.

London, Sept. 26.—The roroner In summing np ot
the Inquest in the case of the last woman found mur
dered In Whitechapel stated to the jury that shortly
after the datalls of the last sitting of the jury had
heen published, the sub-enrator of the Engligh Patho-
logieal Museum had fnformed him that some months
ago an American had visited him and wsked him
{the sub-curstor) to procure & number of specimens of
a certain part of a woman's body. The visitor slated
that he would willingly pay 20 pounds each for
specimens, his object being to lssus an act ual specimen
with cach copy of a book, upon which he was then
engaged.  The sub-curator promptly Informed the ap-
plicant that It would be tmpossible to comply with
his request.  The Ameriean still urged the feastbility
of procuring the specimens, and sald he wanted them
preserved in glycerine, instead of spirits, In order to
keep them flaceld. The request had been repeated
at another Institute. The subcurator had promptly
informed the Seotland Yard authorities of the facts in
his possession. The coroner expressed the hope that

A LUCKY ELEVATED WRECK. |

TWO TRAINS CRASH TOGETHER, BUT NO
ONE SERIOUSLY INJURED.

AN EXGINE AND TWO CARS PRACTICALLY DE-
MOLISHED—A THIRD CAR ENOCKED OFF THE
TRACK—MANY PASSENGERS THROWN
FROM THEIR SEATS AND SOME
OF THEM BRUISED.

There was & serions aceldint on tha Sixth-ave,
elevated road last evening during the busiest
hour, but with the usual luek that attends mis-
fortunes of this kind on this road, there was no
loss of life. There was plenty of opportunity to
kill and maim & large number of people, and it
is remarkable that every one escaped, -

The ncoident happened at the intersection of
Ninth-ave, and the Boulevard, just above Sixty-
fourth-st. At this point there is a switch, which 15
used to convey the Ninth-ave, teains which do not
carry passengers nhove Fifty-ninth-st. from the
up track to the down track. This switch runs
for about two blocks between the two tracks,
and after an uptown Ninth-ave, train lets its
passengers off at Fifty-ninth-st, the train is run
up to the Sixty-fourth-st. switch, and is there
sidetracked and held until the down track is
elear and safe, and it is then run to the Fifty-
ninth-st. station on the down track. ‘Then, after
taliing on passengers, it is started downtown.

A few minutes before 7 o'clook last evening
an uptown Ninth-ave. train  which left South

Ferry  about  6:30 o'elock, stopped  at  the
Fifty-ninth-st. station, and all the passen-
gers got  off, The train wns  drawn

by Engine No. 45, nnd it ran up to Sixty-fourth-

st., the last ear being above the switch,  The sig-

nal was then given to th: switeh-tender in the

signal-box, near Sixtieth-st., to open the switch,
THR SWITUHMAN PULLS THE LEVER.

He pulled a lever which opens the switch and
at the some time turns a red light on an iron post
in front of the switeh, so that it can be seen by
the engineer of & train approaching from the south.
The engineer of the  Ninth-ave, train
received & signal from the eonductor that
all was elear in the rear, and he
started the train slowly bhackward upon the
switech. The Ninth-ave, train was closely fol-
lowed up to the Fifty-ninth-st. station by a Sixth-
ave. train, which turned into Niuth-ave. at
Fifty-third-st. This train had to stop and wait
for the Ninth-ave. train to let off its passengers
at  Fifty-ninth-st., and when the Ninth-ave,
train pulled out from the station, the Sixth-ave.
train came up and stopped.  Only two or three

passengers got off, end it did  net
remuin standing  more  than  thirty  sec-
onds, It followed on after the Ninth-ave. treain,

running at ahout hall spesd. Nearly all the
sents were taken in the Sixth-nve. train, and in
some of its four cars there were passengers stand-
ing in the aisles,

The Sixth-ave. train had five blocks to run he-
fore reaching the switch where .the Ninth-ave,
train was leaving the np-track, and it moved over
this short distanee at a speed that appeared dan-
gerons to several people who saw iu from the
street below.,  The Sixth-ave, tmin should have
come to a full stop at Sixty-third-st. in obedience
to the red light at Sixty-fourth-st., but instead of
doing this 1t kept on swiftly moving toward the
tenin which was approaching it upon the same
trnck. It has heen often demopstrated in oail-
roading thiat two trains cannot pass esch other on
the sime track, and in this instance there was no
exception to the rule. The Sixth-ave. truin, go-
ing ot nearly full speed, erashed into the slile of
the Ninth-ave. teain with tarrible force, and the
result was disastrous, at least to some of the roll-
ing stock of the company.

HOW TIHE WRECK WAS MADE.

At the time of the collision
one car of the Ninth-ave. train had passed on to
the switeh, und the engine was driven between this
and the next gar.  lere wers four cars on this
train, driven by Engine No. 56, The crash was
terrifle, and the sir was filled with splinters, the
sound of beenking gloss and the sereams of passen-
gers.,  There wis no one on the Ninth-ave. train,
exeept the brakeman, and in the forward car of
the Sixth-ave. train there were only a few vacant

souts. ‘Il fourth and third ears of the Ninth-ave,
truin were  turned on their  side, nnd
fell  portially up&i the switeh and down-
town traek. The weight of the

third ear wos sustained by a heavy girder that
biraces the up and down town tracks.

It 1s & wonder that both cars did not fall into
the steeet. The front and rear trucks of the
fourth ear were theown in an opposite direction
from thut in which the car fell and earried away
n part of the railing that guurds the foot path
along the up tmack and fell into the strect ahout
ten feet from the elevated structure, within
ahout two feet of the Lorse-car track of the Boule-
vard line,

NAMIOW FSCAPE OF A HORSE.CAR.

A car was possing at tha time filled with
people and the truek fell just behind jr. It was o
narrow escape und the passengers left the car and
ran wildly around sereaming as if they had been
hurt. Dennis Malioney, the ecar driver, was
alsa affeeted hy the confusion and whipped up
his horses and dashad madly away.

Engine No. 45 was turned so that the body of
the engine resied on the track, snd the wheels
swung fn mild air on both sides.  Bome of the
tihes conuecting with tie boiler were broken, and
the roar of the escaping steam added to the ex-
eitement. “ Ben™ Motthews wna the enginoer
and Johin Ellin the .

ME, BRAEM AND THE POLICE THINK IT WAS
CAUSED BY A LEAK IN THE PIPE.

Workmen were busy In Henry M. Brasm's hand-
gome house at No. 13 East Thirty-sixth-st. yester-
day afternoon, repalring the ruln wrought by the ex-
ploston whirh happened the night before. A Trib-
une reportor’s inquiries thers and at the Thiviieth-st,
police station, did not result In ellelting any (nfor
mation so definlte as to settle bayond a doubd the real
eause of the explosion. The police are loath to en-
tartaln any bomb theory. Captain Reilly does not
holl this susplcion to ba worthy of grave consideration.
He sald that no doubt gas had been escaning freely,
and, as happoned in hundreds of other cases, some
one lit & match, causing a damage of £6,000 or §7,000
to furnfture and house fittings.

Lucas, the porter, eays that he thought he smelled
gas before the explosion, but that he tried all the jets
and could find no escape. He was, he states, wind-
ing the clock when the exploslon took plare, and he
was hurled ten or twelve feet across the Hoor. The
Consclidated Gas Company, according to s secretary,
does not deem an fnvestigation necessary, as It had
been established that there was no leak outside of the
meter, and if any one was to blame It was the occu-
pant of the house. Mr. Braem thinks there must
have been an escape of gas |n the butler's pantry, and
when the porter llghted the gas jet In the back parlor
where he went 4o wind the clock, the explosion was
the result. He does not think the porter was at fault.
All the elreumstances conziderad, along with the fact

that Mr, Brasm has not, to his knowledge, any encmy
who wonld resort to such & method of injurlug him as
bomb-throwing, this seems to be one of those mnys-
tedous cases of gas-leakages followed by explostons,
of which It Is by no meaos & solitary Instance In this
city and elsewhere.

Indignapolis, Sept. 26.—General Harrison's vise
itors to-day, comprising three delegations, pumber-
ing in the aggregate nearly 4,000 people, repre-
sented all elosses of voters, The exteemes of early
youth and advaneed age were more largely united
than in any crowd that has yet sssembled in Unie
versity Park.  Fromn one Indiana County (Tipton),
which gave a Democratic majority of over 300
at the last election, came more than that numier
of young men, who will vate for the first time
this year, and in a large delegation from Elkhart
County, in the extrems northern part of the S+oto,
there were nearly as many first voters, Many
Tippeeanoe veterans also came from the same
counties, and the delegntion from Columbus, Ohio,
wns composed entirely of gray-haired men, who
were voters in 1840, with the exception of $he
Foraker Cluh, which acecmpanied thym as an es-
eort. - Among these old-time Republicans. who
were as enthusiastio folldwers of the gmndfather,
ns the first voters of to-day are of the grandson,
were several men who atteacted specinl attention.
Ope of them, famuliarly ealled * Uncle Billy”
Jones, who came with the Tepton County dele
gation, has been a citizen of Indiana since terri-
torial days, and although now eighty-seven years
old, is still active enongh to deliver Republican
specches,  Another was Emory Hillery, age ninety,.
who came with the Columbus Tippecanoe Clab,
while 1t wns the proud boast of the Elkhars
County delegntion, and it was mentioned in the
speech in their behalf, that John Whisler, their
oldest Republican, was born in 1800, has never
voted anything but the Whig or Republican tickes
and with eight sons, eighteen grandsons and one
great-grandson, will vote for  General
Lnrrison.  The Tippecance Veterans of Columbus
brought with them as their foremost representative
John Bingham, once Olio’s most prominent, states-
man, whom Garfield looked upon in the early days
of his politieal career, he often said, as his model
in oratory and parliamentary practice. [Ile is now
past his seventy-fifth year, aml is so feeble that
his voice conld be heard o:l‘lv by those who were o
standing near him when he addressed General Har-
rison.
